This session was I'aliod to order

T h e discussion was opened by C. C. 
I’ervler of Sheffield. 
The gentleman 
stated that he found no profit in 
feed­ 
ing cattle in winter. 
Fur 
profit keep 
your ca ttle growing from calfhood. 
He found gran.s the best food. 
Henry Miller of Pa lmyra stated tha t 
bis })lan was to feed ca ttle until 
two 
years of age and then put them on the 
market. 
Many farmers dilTered from Mr. Mil­ 
ler, claiming the better plan was not to 
sell, but to finish up the animals and 
get them in shape for ma rket. 
T h e institute ra ther favored the plan 
of feeding up to the finish and 
putting 
them on the market. 


.SEED l.'ORX. 


T h e subject next treated was tha t of 
seed corn, presented by W.C. Yonerlck 
of Ashton. 
T h e substance of Mr. ’i'ene»'ick’s pa­ 
per was as folio s: 
The first and most im|»ortant point 
\i to have good seed in any line from 
peas, potatoes, corn,hogs,sheep,horses, 
or cattle. 
Good seed is very import­ 
ant and the very best seed is the chea p­ 
est in a long run. 
The first 
point in 
■eed corn is to get corn tha t Isacilaiat- 
ed to our climate and soil, tha t is that 
we get corn tha t will do 
well 
on our 
soil, and will oar well and mature be­ 
fore frost catches it. 
T b e next most imp3rtant point is to 
get the right kind of ears and 
varity 
of corn and to ta ke only such ears as 
will continue to make the corn better 
and improve th^ quality and yield. By 
doing 80 we will enhance the value of 
our «Top. 
Now for examjile here is an 
ear that is not filled out and would nut 
make a perfect ea r for seed. 
Here is 
another ear thet is nearly 
filled 
out, 
but you will find by pressing this ear 
that it is loose on the cob and is not 
solid and firm and it would not be a 
good ear of corn for seed. 
Hero Is an 
ear tha t is matured and well 
filled to 
the very tip of the cob and is 
very 
solid and firm and would make a 
pur 
feet ear for seed. 
Now If we have a - 
of these different points the next mont 
esential is to know if it is good .seed or 
otner words,will it grow " We wouian 
call seed corn good unless fio per cent 
would grow. 
Sometime you 
will 
find 
corn that will toot but Is not strong 
e loug h to start the sprout» or if it does 
start it has exhausted its strength 
be­ 
fore it sends the rprout through 
the 
ground. 
So you see it is very Import 
ant to have the ve«“} best of seed that 
will prove to bring the 
best re.-tuits 
Now to get thin seed and seed that wili 
grow and have strength 
to not only 
root but push iLte sprout through 
the 
ground and get firmly rooted so it 
an 
grow rapidly. 
The very oest time in my opinion to 
get seed is jUst as soon 
as corn gets 
hard enough to ga ther your seed tnru 
your field. Got only the best ea r-.those 
tna t have matured early and are 
well 
liFed and get. 
Tie iheoa to geiher and 
hang them up to dry. 
When they are 
well dried 1 find Í can leave them hang 
out in a c i o or ehed all winter and the 
seed has alway proved good.
